History will 
be made 


Election. PC hoping 
for a 12th consecutive 
majority government 


One way or another, Alison Red- 
ford makes history on Monday 
night. 

Win the Alberta election 
and she is the first elected fe¬ 
male premier in the province, 
heading up a party that has 
run things for four decades and 
will soon shatter the record for 
longest-serving government in 
Canadian history. 

Lose and she’s Harry Strom, 
the forgotten scapegoated 
premier of the Alberta Social 
Credit government when it fell 
to the Tories in 1971. 

Redford, speaking at a week¬ 
end party rally, said she is push¬ 
ing ahead and doesn’t feel the 
weight of history. 


“I’m pretty excited about 
Monday,” she said. 

“This is a campaign about 
Alberta’s future. 

The Wildrose party, under 
leader Danielle Smith, have 
fashioned an electable alterna¬ 
tive by capitalizing on discon¬ 
tent over deficit budgets, long 
health-care wait times, onerous 
land-use rules, and perceived 
political greed on salaiy and 
perks. 

Some polls have had them 
ahead by more than 15 points, 
though that lead appears to 
have slipped somewhat re¬ 
cently. 

If the Wildrose wins, it will 
defeat a colossus whose histoiy 
can only be told in large num¬ 
bers and superlatives. 

The PCs have held power in 
Alberta for 14,847 days — 40 
years and almost eight months. 
That’s 1.3 trillion seconds for 


those so chronologically in¬ 
clined. Should they win a 12th 
consecutive majority govern¬ 
ment, they 'will be on track to 
make histoiy. 

When the next election rolls 
aroimd, they will have been in 
power close to 45 years, ahead 
of the 1882-1925 Nova Scotia 
Liberals (43 years) and the 1943- 
1985 Ontario PCs (42 years). 

But pohtical observers say 
the 40-year milestone has now 
become a bit of a millstone. 

“It’s been monolithic con¬ 
trol of the machinery of govern¬ 
ment by one political party for 
over 40 years,” said political sci¬ 
entist Chaldeans Mensah, with 
Grant MacEwan University. 

“That creates its own politic¬ 
al culture, it creates a network 
of connections, it creates a 
political ethos in terms of how 
things are done.”

Day 1, March 26: Alberta 
Premier Ahson Redford drops 
the writ setting voting day for 
April 23. The Wildrose busty 
bus makes its late-night debut. 
Day 4, March 29: Redford de¬ 
clares imconditional surrender 
on the so-called no-meet com¬ 
mittee and transition allow¬ 
ances. She says all PC members 
of the committee will have to 
pay all the money back. 

Day 5, March 30: Conservative 
stafer Amanda Wilkie tweets: 
“If @ElectDanielle likes yoimg 
and growing families so much, 
why doesn’t she have children 
of her own? #wrp family pack 
insincere #abvote.” 

Day 6, March 31: Smith issues 
a news release saying she 
and her husband tried, but 
couldn’t have children. Wilkie 
resigns. Redford calls Smith to 
apologize. 

Day 8, April 2: The Dani-doUar 
pledge: The Wildrose party 
promises to cut a cheque to 
every man, woman and child, 
when energy revenues create 
a budget surplus. If things go 
according to plan, Albertans 
would get a $300 cheque in 
2015. 

Day 10, April 4: Conscience 
rights emerge as an issue. 
Smith won’t say where she 
stands on the controversial 
issue. 

Day 16, April 10: After being 
dogged by social issues, Smi& 
tells a candidates forum in her 
constituency that she is pro- 
choice and pro-gay marriage. 
Day 21, April 15: The Wil¬ 
drose face questions over an 
anti-gay blog post by candidate 
Allan Himsperger, suggesting 
gays and lesbians would die “in 
the lake of fire, hell, a place of 
eternal suffering.” 

Day 22, April 16: Smith casts 
doubt on die widely accepted 
scientific theory that human 
activity is a leading cause of 
global warming. 

Day 23, April 17: Wildrose 
Calgary candidate Ron Leech 
apologizes for suggesting he 
has an advantage in his con¬ 
stituency because he is white.

From door knocking to deliv¬ 
ering last-minute lawn signs, 
provincial election candidates 
were busy Sunday making a 
final push. 

Voters go to the polls 
Monday. 

In Edmonton-Glenora, 
labelled a riding to watch, all 


five candidates were on the go. 

“It’s been a long nine 
months,” Alberta Party candi¬ 
date Sue Huff said of her cam¬ 
paign preparation. “And then a 
28-day sprint.” 

She said undecided voters 
are still answering the doors. 

“Vote for the person you be¬ 
lieve who will do the best job,” 
she said of what she’s told con¬ 
stituents. “If everyone does, 
we will have the right person.” 

But vote splitting is some¬ 
thing most are expecting. 

NDP candidate Ray Martin 
said his campaign’s assess¬ 
ment is it’s a race between 
him and Progressive Con¬ 
servative incumbent Heather 
Klimchuk.“The Wildrose is 
probably a third, but distant,” 


said Martin. “But I think we all 
know, in this riding especially, 
how the sphts occur.” 

“I won by 99 votes,” Klim- 
chuk said of her 2008 win. 
“Every vote counts.” 

She defeated Liberal Bruce 
Miller, who held the seat 
previously. 

“It always counts here,” 
said Miller. “It was close last 
time and turnout wasn’t very 
good. 

“It’s kind of hard to predict, 
for the results.” 

Wildrose candidate Don 
Koziak agrees. “As a candi¬ 
date, it’s interesting,” he said. 
“I wouldn’t even want to rate 
the candidates in this riding 
on how they’ll finish. It could 
go any way.”

Advanced ballot 
turnout may set 
record: Offidal 

Elections Alberta won’t 
have a definitive number 
of how many citizens 
cast a ballot in provincial- 
election advanced polls 
until Monday evening, but 
anecdotally they believe 
turnout is “way up.” 

“In the last election, we 
saw a record turnout (at ad¬ 
vanced polls) even though 
we had the lowest overall 
turnout in the coimtiy at 
42.2 per cent,” said spokes¬ 
person Drew Westwater, re¬ 
ferring to 64,332 advanced 
ballots cast in 2008.

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‘Vegas’ MP’s story proves power of time 



Progress. A year later, 
Ruth Ellen Brosseau is 
speaking French and 
plans to run for the 
next federal election. 


Spend a day with rookie NDP 
MP Ruth Ellen Brosseau and 
witness the degree to which 
someone’s life can change in 12 
months. 

It was a year ago this week 
that Brosseau was making regu¬ 
lar phone calls home from Las 
Vegas, where she was celebrat¬ 
ing her 27th birthday under the 
bright lights of Sin City. Those 
calls brought news that turned 
her life upside down. 

“Of course being a mom, 


I called home all the time 
and spoke to my son and my 
family,” said Brosseau. “They 
were kind of hke: ‘There’s, um, 
stuff going on here — you’re 
kind of in the news a bit for go¬ 
ing on your trip.’” 

Brosseau, then a campus- 
bar manager in Ottawa, was hit 
with a stunner. Her name and 
photo were splashed aU over 
the national news during Can¬ 
ada’s ongoing federal election 
campaign, during which she 
emerged as a poster child for 
the NDP’s improbable Quebec 
surge. 

Little did she know that 
roughly one year later, she 
would be spending a busy day 
in a rural Quebec riding — a 
place to which she had no per¬ 
sonal connection — discuss¬ 


ing pyrite, float planes, federal 
summer jobs and an art exhib¬ 
ition with local constituents. 

Entering that campaign a 
year ago, even the term ’’imder- 
dog” would have been charit¬ 
able to describe Brosseau and 
a few dozen other Quebec NDP 
candidates. She hadn’t knocked 
on doors, hadn’t spent a dime 
on her campaign and had never 
even set foot in the riding she 
was vying for. 

Allegations also spread 
that Brosseau couldn’t speak 
French, even though the con¬ 
stituency was 98 per cent 
francophone. 

But a so-caUed “orange 
wave” rolled in aroimd the 
same time Brosseau was on that 
late-April trip. A few days later, 
that wave swept her to victory 


in the Berthier-Maskinonge rid¬ 
ing, in what was perhaps the 
biggest upset of the election. 

It was while she vacationed 
in Las Vegas that the first hints 
of the intense media interest 
in her stoiy started to sink in. 
Brosseau read a few of the news 
stories about her imtimely, 
mid-campaign trip. 

She tried, however, to keep 
herself from reading too much. 

“I didn’t want to pay too 
much attention to it because I 
didn’t want to get too stressed,” 
Brosseau said. 

She appears to have grown 
into her new job and, given the 
French lessons she’s been tak¬ 
ing, original claims about her 
lack of proficiency in the lan¬ 
guage now appear exaggerated.

Police shut down 
Montreal protest 

Police moved swiftly to shut 
down a protest in Montreal 
on Saturday, a day after a 
series of violent clashes 
between demonstrators and 
officers in riot gear created 
havoc in the downtown 
core. 


Eighty-nine people, some 
wearing masks and goggles, 
were arrested after Satur¬ 
day’s protest was declared 
illegal, said Montreal police 
spokesman Daniel Lacour- 
siere. 

Demonstrators had 
gathered in the rain near 
Old Montreal to denounce a 
conference on Premier Jean 
Chare St’s plan to develop 
northern Quebec.

to dozens of sled dogs in 
April 2010. 

Fifty-six dogs were dug 
up in a mass grave near 
Whistler after information 
leaked out in January 2011 
through a workers com¬ 
pensation claim of post- 
traumatic stress disorder. 


A Bob Fawcett also 
posted details on a PTSD 
website, describing how 
panicked animals were 
shot or had their throats 
slit before being dumped 
into the grave. 

The charges come after 
a gruesome search and 
investigation by the RCMP 
and the Society for 
Prevention of Cruelty of 
Animals.

Two brothers accused of 
beating a black teenager

The brothers, who are 
white and Jewish, have 
claimed self-defence, say¬ 
ing the teen was holding a 
nail-studded board.

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Dutch train collision. 
Woman dies of injuries, 
16 in hospital after crash 


A 68-year-old woman died 
Sunday of injuries a day after 
two trains collided head-on in 
Amsterdam — a crash a top 
rail ofiicial described as one of 
the worst train disasters in the 
Netherlands’ recent history. 

Scores of people were in¬ 
jured when the two trains 
slammed into one another. 
Amsterdam Mayor Eberhard 
van der Laan said 16 people 
who were seriously injured in 
the crash remained hospital¬ 
ized Sunday afternoon. He gave 
no details of the injinies. 

The crash Saturday even¬ 
ing involved a double-deck¬ 
er intercity train and a com¬ 
muter train. 

“Two trains colliding on 


the same track is a night¬ 
mare,” said Bert Meerstadt, 
director of national railroad 
operator NS, before news of 
the woman’s death. 

Meerstadt declined to 
speculate on what caused the 
collision. He said crash inves¬ 
tigators would study black¬ 
box recorders on both trains. 

The accident happened 
near a popular park on a 
busy stretch of track close to 
Amsterdam’s Central Station 
where trains generally do not 
travel at full speed. Two sep¬ 
arate investigations will focus 
on whether human error or 
a mechanical problem led to 
the collision.

The constitution auto¬ 
matically allocates 25 per 
cent of the parliamentary 
seats to unelected repre¬ 
sentatives of the militaiy, 
and Suu Kyi’s party main¬ 
tains that is imdemocratic. 

The document also 
bars people from the na¬ 
tion’s presidency if they 
or any of their relatives 
are foreign citizens. That 
effectively prevents Suu 
Kyi from ascending to the 
presidency because she 
married a British national, 
Michael Aris, who died in 
1999. Their two children 
were born abroad and do 
not live in Myanmar. 

The byelection’s out¬ 
come, in which the op¬ 
position won almost all of 
the 45 seats up for grabs, 
was considered a major 
step toward reconciliation 
after decades of military 
rule in Myanmar.

Report. Wal-Mart silent 
on Mexico bribe scandal 


Walmart hushed up a vast 
bribery campaign that top 
executives of its Mexican sub¬ 
sidiary carried out to build 
stores across that country, ac¬ 
cording to a published report. 

The New York Times re¬ 
ported Saturday that Wal¬ 
mart failed to notify law-en¬ 
forcement officials even after 
its own investigators found 
evidence of millions of dol¬ 
lars in bribes. The newspaper 
said the company shut down 
its internal probe despite a 
report by its lead investigator 
that Mexican and U.S. laws 
likely were violated. 

The bribery campaign was 
reported to have first come to 
the attention of senior execu¬ 
tives at Walmart in 2005, 
when a former executive of 
its largest foreign subsidiary, 
Walmart de Mexico, provided 
extensive details of a bribery 
campaign it had orchestrated 
to win market dominance. 

The Mexican executive, 
previously the lawyer in 
charge of obtaining construc¬ 
tion permits, said in emails 
and follow-up conversations 
that Walmart de Mexico 
paid bribes to obtain permits 
throughout the country in its 
rush to build stores nation¬ 
wide, the Times reported. 

The newspaper said that 
only after learning of its in-

vestigation did Walmart in¬ 
form the U.S. Justice Depart¬ 
ment in December 2011 that 
it had begun an internal in¬ 
vestigation into possible vio¬ 
lations of the Foreign Corrupt 
Practices Act. 

Under that law, it is il¬ 
legal for U.S. corporations 
and their subsidiaries to 
bribe foreign officials. Wal¬ 
mart, which is based in Ben- 
tonville. Ark., said Saturday 
that it takes compliance with 
that law very seriously. It also 
noted that many of the “al¬ 
leged activities” in the Times 
article occurred more than 
six years ago. 

“If these allegations are 
true, it is not a reflection of 
who we are or what we stand 
for,” spokesman David Tovar 
said. “We are deeply con¬ 
cerned by these allegations 
and are working aggressive¬ 
ly to determine what hap¬ 
pened.”

Luke Evans hasn’t been home 
in a while. The last two years 
have seen a marked increase 
in film work for the Welsh ac¬ 
tor, taking him around the 
world to make films like The 
Three Musketeers, Immortals 
and this month’s The Raven, 
in which he plays a straight- 
laced detective opposite John 
Cusack’s Edgar Allen Poe. Evans 
checked in by phone from New 
Zealand, where he’s been living 
for nearly a year while making 


The Hobbit — and where he 
says he’ll be imtil at least July. 
After that? Who knows? 

How much of an Edgar Allen 
Poe fan were you before go¬ 
ing into this project? 

I was veiy aware of who he was 
and how much of an impact 
he made on American litera¬ 
ture, but I hadn’t read a huge 
amoimt of his work. I knew 
about The Raven. The Pit and 
the Pendulum was the one I 
knew as well. 

What did you think of the pro¬ 
ject when you were initially 
approached? 

I thought it was great. I thought 
it was a very clever way of using 
Poe’s work and brilliant stories 
and making it into a fictional 
detective movie and showing 
his stories in a veiy clever sort 
of fictional backdrop. I’d always 
wanted to work with John 
Cusack, too, so the fact that 
he’s playing Poe was a really ex¬ 


citing idea for me. 

What are some your favour¬ 
ites of Cusack’s films? 

Well, I love The Grifters, I love 
High Fidelity. They’re two I 
re^y, really enjoyed. But al¬ 
most all of John’s work that I’ve 
watched. I’ve enjoyed. He’s a 
great man to watch when he’s 
doing his thing. He’s been do¬ 
ing it for such a long time, you 
know? You can learn an a\^l 
lot, as an actor like myself, 
watching John do his thing. 

Well, you’ve got a fair 
amount under your own belt 
now as well.

New album. 

Singer-songwriter 
enlists the help of 
hitmaker Ronson in 
a bid for the 
mainstream ear 


Rufus Wainwright is touting 
the release of what he calls 
his most pop-leaning album 
yet, but the eclectic singer- 
songwriter is far from quit¬ 
ting his ambitious foray 
into the classical world. 

The 38-year-old crooner 
says he’s set to pen another 
opera, but the details are 
staying under wraps, for 
now. 

“I’ve been commissioned 
to write another one, 
there’ll be announcements 
about that at some point,” 
Wainwright says cryptically 
during a round of recent 
media interviews in Toron¬ 
to. 

“I don’t think you can 
kind of step into that arena 


and just step right out 
again. I think that would be 
very, very cowardly.” 

In the meantime, Wain¬ 
wright returns to the pop 
sphere this week with his 
brightly melodic album. Out 
of the Game, an unabashedly 
mainstream bid shepherded 
by hit-making uber-producer 
Mark Ronson. 

The 12-song disc is in¬ 
fused with a ’70s flourish 
and Wainwright’s trade¬ 
mark honey-toned vocals, 
which weave around evoca¬ 
tive vignettes of life with 
boyfriend Jorn Weisbrodt 
(Song of You), new baby girl 
Viva (Montauk) and mourn 
the loss of his recently de¬ 
ceased mother, singer Kate 
McGarrigle (Gandies). 

Musically, the typically 
bittersweet Wainwright 
says he strove to create a 
more commercially bent 
collection, describing Out 
of the Game as “some¬ 
thing that you can put on 
at a party and people won’t 
leave the room.”

In schools and backyards, for 
their birthdays and out with 
their dads, kids are gaga for 
archery four weeks into the 
box office run of The Hunger 
Games and less than 100 days 
before the London Olympics. 

“All of a sudden sales of 
bows have tripled,” said Paul 
Haines, a salesman at the 
Ramsey Outdoor store in 
Paramus, N.J. 

A manager there made a 
sign for the hunting depart¬ 
ment: “Quality bows for ser¬ 
ious archers and girls who 
saw the movie.”

Growth seems to be high¬ 
est among knitters like Allison 
Krause Danielsen — 20-some¬ 
things looking to express their 
creativity, reject cheap mass 
consumerism and decompress 
in a way that doesn’t depend 
on the technology they are im¬ 
mersed in all day. 

Krause Danielsen, a 29-year- 
old Winnipeg resident, learned 
to knit at an early age but didn’t 
really take it up seriously until 
she hit university. 

“I’ve got my iPhone and my 
computer but it’s something 
that’s more tangible and tactile 
that you can do and it’s pro¬ 


ductive,” she said. 

“In this age of just being 
able to go to the dollar store 
and buy something you can 
throw away, you have some¬ 
thing more valuable if you’ve 
knit it yourself.” 

The Graft Yam Goimcil of 
America says young women in 
their 20s are fuelling yam sales 
across the countiy. Between 
2002 and 2004, the council’s 
annual surveys found knitters 
between the ages of 25 to 34 
jumped 150 per cent. Its most 
recent survey found expressing 
creativity is what draws this co¬ 
hort to take up the craft. 

Lori Franko, a member who 
helps run the Ram Wool Go-op 
in Winnipeg, said their custom¬ 
ers range from 20 years old to 
90. But in recent years, she said 
the shop is seeing younger knit¬ 
ters seeking skeins of yam. 

Much of the growing popu¬ 
larity is thanks to the Internet, 
Franko said. Younger, web- 
sawy knitters can go onhne 
and find eveiything from free 
patterns to blogs to chat rooms 
with advice and support. The 
web helps feed the do-it-your¬ 
self movement that’s afoot 
among younger people, Franko
